"I think tho Sherman law will be re- 


pealed, but the danger is that congress 
may go too far. Should the clause pro- 
viding for tbe purchase of 4,500 000 
ounces of silver monthly be stricken 
out it-would be well. But if congress 
should go on t,nd repeal the clause pro- 
viding the United States shall maintain 
parity between gold and silver coins, it 
•would cause 
-widespread 
distrust. 


There is in the treasury 830,000,000 of 
coined silver dollars and 5145,000,00(1 in 
uncoined bullion. The legal tender of 
these coins must be preserved and their 
parity to gold maintained. 


"It is well though to stop the further 


mintage of silver, but that in circvtla- 
tion must be sustained. Many news- 
papers seem to forget that for the 
bullion from which the current silver 
dollars were coined, tho government 
paid only the market price in gold at 
the date of purchase, so that thoso 
silver dollars coined under the Sherman 
act stand really on a gold basis and, the 
government can redeem them all in 
gold now with a loss of only about IJ8,- 


""What in your opinion is the remedy 


for the present financial trouble?'1 


"The restoration of confidence in i(ha 


commercial world. The present strin- 
gency is caused, by tho apprehension of 
the mercantile and financial world'that 
we will not meet our obligations in 
gold, but will pay in a cheap money. I 
believe -we should have a sound, safe 
currency on 8, ij-old basis. No, I do not 
think the cesisation of silver coinage 
will bring gold more into circulation, i 
do" not tliink gold will ever again be so 
much in circulation. 


"It will be utilized as the reserve and 


basis on which tho circulating medium 
will rest for security. I think such a 
currency feasible, and I am of the opin- 
ion that it will be_ brought about. Tlie 
action of India with regard to silver is 
not conclusive. It is in the nature of 
an experiment. The law that the rupee 
shall be worth 16d is in the nature of 
fiat money legislation and has no effect 
here."

Loughlin and Michael Reagan, half a 
scoro injured and guncotton factory 
burned down to the very sills, is result 
of fire at the torpedo station. No relia- 
ble estimate of the money valuo of the 
plant is yet obtainable. 
How the fire 


originated is still a mystery. The ex- 
plosion did not talto place until after a 
general alarm had been rung on the 
station fire alarm 
and the whole fire 


force of nearly 100 men was gathered 
close about tho building. 


The fire started in the north end of 


the building on the west side, while 
the explosion occurred on the east side 
at tho north end. Tho injured men 
were all working upon a hose close to 
the building, when, apparently, 
the 


whole side was blown out into the 
midnt of a score of men. How the oth- 
ers escaped is a mystery. The seamen 
and gunners were at work In the center 
of the building throwing out guncotton 
tliero being a large quantity of it in a 
wet condition. They naturally desert- 
s'.! the building, and by orders of Cap- 
tain Convrr.se all lay under the shelter 
of the earth embankments about the 
factory from whence they directed fee- 
ble streams lowunls the burning struct- 
ure,

CHICAGO, July 4. — Here are a few 


pointers for world's fair visitors: 


Unless you can leave home in the 


morning and arrive here before nooui, 
yon had better leave so as to arrive in 
the morning. Arriving in Chicago in 


morning, you have time 
after

breakfast to find hotels or rooms. You 
can leave yonr valises in the check- 
room in tho depot for 10 cents. It 13 
folly to engage hotel room beforehand. 
Nearly every ".hotel" that sends out 
circulars or pamphlets is in a place you 
will not like. You want to be in'Ohi- 
cago, not in the outskirts. Never mind 
about being close to the fair. 


The elevated railway, the Illinois

you there quick «nongh. You can not 
stand over eight or 10 hours a day st 
the fair anyhow, for more than three or 
four days. You get to a point after 
three or four -days, when the night'u 
sleep is not sufficient to repair dam.

ing." 


Having had breakfast, get oil a cable 
car and go either south, north or west ft 
little ways, and get a room to suit. 
From reading the scare circulars of? tho 
shanty hotels you would think there 
were 110 rooms in Chicago. There aro 
rooms for fifty 01; a hundred times the 
number who come here. It is no trouble 
to find them; the placards are every- 
where. Every block in Chicago haa 
from 10 to 100 furnished rooms to rent.

IPorclgn Jlnvestlgntlons Iu Potato Culture 


In a report of experiment mado by an 


English association these iioints are eui 
ahasized: 


Early planting it, best for late varic 


ties. Early varieties planted lats ar 
noro subject to diseaise. Large seed i 
letter than small and repays the addi 
ional cost. Uncut seed is better than 
:in equal TV eight of cut seed. Tho value 
if manure of different kinds depend 
ipon the season. A heavy dressing o 
'armvard manure applied in tho spring 


barely remunerative ou tho fiist year's 


results. Chemical mannres should con 
tain nitrogen, potash and phosphom 
2cid in proper proportions. Imperfectly 
compounded chemical fertilizers do no 
pay. Soot mid Win diist ate barely re 
nunerativain a dry season. Panny,irtl 
manure?, favor disease more than clieni 
cal fertilisers. 


In experimenting_ for the prevention 
f disease two methods were employ ed— 
soaking the seed and sp-raying the plants 
Seed was soaked for 24 hours in a solu- 
tion niado of sis pounds each of sulphate 
af ammonia and nitrate of potash in 23 
gallons of water. Thetests showed tha: 
ioaldng seed in chemical solutions be- 
'ore planting is likelv to be injurious, 
sspecially in some varieties. For epray- 
ng the plants two formulas of bordeaux 
mixture were used. In this series the 
jidications were that some varieties are 
more subject to rot tkm others. Pota- 
oes should bo dug as soon as ripe, as the 
lisease may be communicated to them 
tvhilo in the ground. Dressings of bor- 
Jeaus mixture, while not preventing dis- 
iase, greatly reduced the amount of dis- 
used tubers and increased the yield of 
oundoncs. The applications paid for 
heir cost many times over. Tile copper 
olutiona did not in any way affect the 
ijnality of the tubers. 


Cutting; Clover For 
Hay. 


The proper time to cut clover is jusfcaa 
; is coming into fall bloom. Begin cut- 
ing after tho dew has entirely disap- 
earcu, ray f-wo or threo hours after sun- 
ise. After Ij-ing in the sun two or three 
onrs il, should be carefully tedded,

Jid placed in cocks font or five feet high. 
•feet morning, after the sun is well up,

Jacques Desmoulins was once a soldiei 


in the French army, bnt having alliei 
himself with tha republican forces he 
was spotted by the secret police an 
thrust into La Conciergerie, one of tli 
oldest prisons in the empire. 


He had bc«n in cell Xo. 18 for so um:-, 


years that he had almost forgotten \vh: 
he was there, and it was only now an'- 
then that the cruel nyjustice which hni 
been done him presented itself with am 
feelings winch gave rise to rebellion. 


He had never ouce 'tepped-frorn tb< 


d?.Dip cell into which he had been thrust 
how \n$g ago Le knew not, for in thai 
place thero was no means for eoantint, 
the passage of time. Day and night v/ert 
nearly the tame to him, excepting that 
when he heard the evening bell at l 
o'clock he generally rolled himself in tht 
ono old blanket and stretched Ms limbs 
upon a rough cot in the corner of th_ 
cell. Tho faint strepk of snnlight, which 
barely found an entrance through the 
little barred window which looked out 
over a desolate plah. in the rear of the 
prison, told him that without it wai 
daylight, and accordingly he would arist, 
and &;: with his face between IIIB hand 
and arms upon his knees until his at- 
tendant brought ui= morning meal. 


After this had been eaten he passed 


ths time until noon drawing pictures 
Train a stick upon the graveled floor of 
tlis cell, working out problems and no-s- 
and then composing a few vrords of 
song. A nap in the afternoon, with a 
view of tho guards a.s they wei-e called 
out for parade at 4 o'clock, which could 
bo seen from his window, comprised the 
monot'inons features ot each day, and 
with a few exceptions they occurred reg- 
ularly with nothing to break the same- 
ness. 


Jacques Denmoulma was at times filled 


with a strong de-dre to escape from the 
prison, but when he looked at the licaw 
stone walls, the lingo iron door and re- 
membered that a guard was always, kepi 
over tho place tho idea of. such ,1 thmi;

However, lie 


passed many hours trying to solve thn 
question, but aa one plan after another 
presented itself it was discarded, There 
was still a faint glimmer of liopo in the 
breast of Jacques Desmonhns, and ott.-n 
ho said to himself, "Some day 1 will 
leave these cruel walla and be a ft i o 
man again." That day was destined to 
come, bnt tho rircnmstancps leading to 
it were of a nature of which th.

though right here, says The American 
Cultivator, wo will say that it is much 
better to allow a day or a day and night 
of wilting; More it in given to the cows, 
particularly if not quits grown when 
tea. out. In cloudy or rainy weather it 
is better oven when cui, longer than that. 
The wilting not only takes out some of 
the water nnd renders it less liable to 
cause indigestion, but it brings about a 
chemical change in it that mokes it moro 
valuable for milk production and for 
butter production. Probably the same 
increase in tho solid matter of the milk 
would make it worth more for cheese- 
making. 


Any that is not used green can be 


saved for tho eilo or cured by drying for 
tho winter feeding, and it is good either 
way, and good for inilk cows, working 
oxen or growing young stock. It may 
be that soma of tho lately introduced 
foreign crops are better than our corn 
£is fodder, but wo eliall continue to bo 
very skeptical about them until expe- 
rience has shown their results. 


'Vfo know that wo can grow more fod- 


der to the aero from corn than from any 
crop wo over tried, and it will induce n 
larger flow of milk, and of milk that 
will be richer to eat and will make more 
butter than we ever could get from any 
other fodder, although good clover 
comes very near to it if cut just at tbe 
right time, but cut too early or too lato 
tho clover is not very good, while the 
corn fodder, -whether sown expressly for 
that purpose or tho stover from field 
corner from tho garden sweet corn, is 
good from tho tiino it tasseia out tmti] 
tho ears aro formed and tho kernels 
glazed. 


Of luloipit to Potato Growers. 


From tha Kansas station comes n bul- 


letin giving results of experiments in tho 
potato field that aro of general interest. 
When tho season is warm enongh and 
rather long, tho second growth of pota- 
toes oftoii appears in the fall from tho 
few tubers that have been left in tho 
ground after harvesting. 
In colder cli- 


mates the?8 potatoes often sprout up the 
nest spring long before tho regularly 
planted ones have been put in the groun.f. 
Tho freezing of the winter does not seem 
to affect their vitality, and when they 
havo been allowed to grow they oftoii 
produce better crops than the newly 
planted seed. 


In tho bulletin mtntioned it says that 


tho second crop of potatoes found ID t)-o 
fall in worm climates makes better seed 
for tho next spring than the regular seed 
purchased or ibaved. They start earlier 
and yield a good crop somo timo ahead 
of the regular crop. They keep in tho 
ground until spring; without eproutiug, 
and they aro firm in texture and not 
shriveled. Whoro thia second crop cuu 
be obtained tho bulletin recommends 
the potatoes as seed in preference to 
others.

OLD CLOTHE3 IN LONDON ALL DRIFT 


TO A FAMOUS PLACE. 


Old Clothoa Mart In Himn<lt<(lil<ih Attracts 


Uniulrean «f Thou &.uula of I'uaplo Who 
"\Vnut to Wear Expensive, Aujmrul, but 
Cun't Pay Very Mnoli For It. 


Down In the unsavory nnd ill favored 


quarter of Houndaditch, behind tho area 
of the city whore countless gold is made 
and turned over, there is au inclosed 
space, part of tho so called Phil's build- 
ings, which goes by the descriptive name 
of _ tho Old Clothes Mart. Admission to 
it is obtained on pajnient of u penny as 
entrance fco, collected by a man stand- 
ing at tho barrier that divides tiro street 
from tho emporiums beyond. Tlio gen- 
eral aspect is far from inviting, and a 
first cursory glance seems to raveal ouly 
a collection of rags and decrepitude. Tho 
floor is nothing more than tho pavement. 
The roof is the sky, aud in rain or sun- 
shine tho heaps of clothes aro exposed 
without protection to tho changes 01' the 
capricious London climate, (lu slushy 
days they present u lamentable appear- 
ance. 


There are no benches or stalls, as in 


other markets, only lines of wooden rail- 
ins running along tho'inclosuro marked 
out in lengths and apportioned to tho 
different venders. Tho goods, are packed 
,m sacks or bundles deposited ou the 
flag<i, and at the open mouth or top of 
each is displayed a sample of its con- 
tents, which is also temptingly laid 
across the rail, whence depend tho legs 
of trousers, tho sleeves of dresses, the 
frills of petticoats, Hie soles of boots or 
the handles of sticks nnd umbrellas. Tlie 
goods vary considerably in quality and 
aspect.

Hence two 01 
thveo acres of ground may—in dry sea- 
sons particularly—bc> made by thorough 
etiltivatioii Io produce as much as five or 
faix acres of cloddy or half cultivated 
land. The seed bed is where tlio seed is 
deposited, with the hope that il will 
grow and in due season mature. But 
thero can bo neither seasonable germina- 
tion, growth nor maturity unless the 
right conditions for germination sur- 
round tho seed at seeding time.

Shndo For 'Growing 1'oiiltr;. 


The early chicks—that i s, th ose hatched 


in the early spring monthv—require all 
tho sun warmth wo can give them. Sun- 
light is a desideratum in cool aud cold 
weather. When, however, tbo chick= 
como 1 o be 3 or 4 mouths of age and half 
or two-thirds grown, tho summer days 
will have arrived, and tho beat of Old Sol 
is then highly oppressive. Fowls and 
chickens both will hide themselves away 
in every f-hady nook or corner that is 
available, as we know. And provision 
.should bo mado that they may escape tbo 
direc brays of tho sun at this lime for 
good reasons. If ospobeil unduly in ex- 
cessively hot wc/itbei-, the phunago of 
whito fowls and light Brahmas will turn 
yellow frequently before tbo Reason iu 
over, and thus discolor our bebl bird* per- 
haps in an unsightly way. 


But, tho glowing slock are particularly 


sensitive to sun Wat in the warmest days, 
and shelter or sb.ndo should be provided' 
thorn whero they can Cirapo from the an- 
noyance. This may bo aft'oidcd, says 
Tho Poultry World, by a board root lean- 
to placet! upon bbort posts and rails nol 
moro than ihreo feet high above lh<?
